Some of the poets are 
now out of prison - others will 
be released for a few hours and 
then returned. Here is @ day in 
the life of @ typical inmate.

It’s six am. and time for 
morning chow. ‘Unlock! 
Unlock” bellows the cell-block 


officer as he opens the cell 
doors. | have two minutes to get 
dressed and out of my cel! 
before the door is locked again. I 
don’t worry about combing my 
hair or brushing my teeth. I 
don't care how I look here 

I make it out of my cell in time 
to shuffle down the hall and am 
directed into mess hall number 
three by another guard. Luckily 
I get to sit with three of my 
friends 

John’s uptight because his wife 
won't be visiting him any longer 
She's living with some other guy 
and he rants about it all through 
breakfast. He's telling an old 
story and it bores me 

I'm sleepily trying to figure 
how to fill another day. For the 
last year my days have all been 
the same: up early for breakfast, 
then out to the yard to lift 


weights all morning, back inside 
for the noon meal, then off to 
the hobbyshop to do some 
wood-work, back to my cell for 
lock-up and count at 4:15 p.m., 
out again for the evening meal, 
then | watch TV until 10 p.m. 
when I'm locked in my cell until 
six the next morning. 

The mechanical routine of my 
days has mesmerized me so that 
I don’t recognize the passage of 
time too much, but I’m getting 
nervous and need a change. What 
else can I do? 

I can’t seem to go to sleep once 
I've been locked in my cell for 
the evening. I lay on my bunk 
and read but then I get jittery. I 
sit up to smoke a couple 
cigarettes and think -~ that’s the 
trouble, it’s the damn thinking 
that’s getting to me. I thought 
I'd gotten over thinking about

Hubert J. McCormick will be 
retiring from his 
Dean of Continuing Education 
at the end of this semester 
McCormick has served actively 
in this office and the 
accomplishments of the 
Continuing Education program 
are the result of community 
awareness and self evaluation 
policies he and others have 
helped to maintain through the 
years. 

Few students are aware of this 


position as 


office and the functions it 
performs 
The Office of the Dean of 


Continuing Education was 
initiated under the assumption 
that the university’s role is one 
of actively assisting the 
community at large by making 
available its resources of 
knowledge and skills to the 
people. 

Many of the training programs 
and courses offered by the 
Office of the Dean ot 
Continuing Education 
non-academic and non-credit 
The Dean of Continuing 
Education reports to the 
President of the University 
through the Vice-President for 
Academic Affairs and his 
administrative responsibilities 
include initiation, operation and 
evaluation of the 
self-supporting educational 
offerings within the 
continuing education

The office itself is a 
clearing-house between faculty 
and community for service 


programs in which the expertise 
of the university can be of help 
to the surrounding community. 
The Dean of Continuing 
Education works closely with 
various schools and departments 
On campus to help bring about 
Extension services, summer 
sessions, travel studies, and 
community services. 

Two examples of what 
Continuing Education has 
sponsored are “International 
Trade in Asia” - a symposium 
series, and an external degree 
program in criminal justice at 
Diablo Valley and San Joaquin 
Delta Colleges 

Most students are familiar with 
the travel studies and summer 
session programs. 

Training para-professionals in 
social work agencies to help 
them advance on the pay scale 
and move to better and 
preparing public housing 
managers, are programs 
implemented in the community, 
as an Continuing 
Education's “outreach.” 
Continuing Education 1s 
substantially self-supporting. Its 
revenue comes from the summer

Where Your Money Goes

Intercollegiate Athletics at 
CSUS is not like it used to be. 
Students seem to have lost their 
“rah-rah” spirit and want less 
money poured into it and more 
money to other ‘‘more 
important” activities. 

It used to be that men’s 
athletics received more money 
than they asked for. During the 
past few years, however, less and 
less funds have been allotted to 
them, due to the fact that all the 
other activities on campus want 
more money 

In the past, the extra money 
was used for improvements: but 
today, with no extra funds, 
improvements have been small - 
as exemplified by the 
‘‘out-houses” at the football 
field 

This year, men’s athletics asked 
for $78,000, but were allotted 
only $49,500. Still, that is the 
largest amount for any one 
activity 

The money allotted comes 
from the $159,837 collected in 
activity fees during the fall 
registration. It 1s handed over to 
the Student Senate, which in 
turn allots the money to the 
Various activities on campus 

Fach coach of the 12 varsity 
and five jumior varsity teams 
submits the amount he 
anticipates will be his expenses 
for his team’s season to Dr. Don 
Fuoss, the Athletic Director 
Fuoss has to go through three 
proposals, with the third one 
being final 

Ihe Athletic Board approves 
the request, which is usually the 
original figure. Then Dr. Fuoss 
goes before an Executive Board 
made up of faculty and students 
and justifies each expense 

The final step is the Student 
Senate, which allots the money 
they think is enough. Dr. Fuoss 
must then tel] each coach to cut 
his expenses in order to meet the 
budget 

The expenses fall into two 
categories non-material help 
such as police at home games, 
officials, transportation and 
rooming for the p/ayers and 
coaches and things «* that sort, 
and tape, uniforms, medication 
baseballs, basketbalis, footballs 
and many other material goods

As far as outside help goes, this 
year there is none. Last year Dr. 
Fuoss received $2,000 in 
equipment expenses from the 
State of California. With that 
money he purchased water polo 
goals, rings for the gymnasts, 
glass backboards for basketball, 
a 16 mm movie projector and an 
ice machine for the athletes 

In addition to the state help, 
revenues from home games help 
somewhat, although 40% of it 
goes to the Associated Students 
to pay for the lights and 
whatever expenses it takes to 
put on the game 

However, revenues have gotten 
smaller with the lack of interest 
among the students. To change 
this, Dr. Fuoss, with $1,000 or 
so for publicity, has Bruce Patt, 
Sports Information Director 
writing pamphlets and a few 
magazine articles about the 
sports program at CSUS. He 
hopes to stir some excitement 
among the students and to 
inform incoming students 

If the publicity proves to be 
successful, Dr. Fuoss is 
determined to build a restroom 
at the football field. He feels 
that the situation there is 
keeping many spectators away

any funds in the near future

Dr. Fuoss, in his second year as 
the Athletic Director here at 
CSUS, has walked right into the 
fire with everybody trying to 
grab his money and throwing 
him a lot of flak concerning the 
toilet situation. But he is doing 
his best to at least put athletics

He feels that it is a big program 
for that amount of money since 
there are no scholarships 

Dr. John Boscoe, Head of the 
P_E. Department, remarked that 
he would like to see a reserve 
fund for athletes so they might 
be able to go to championships 
in other parts of the country - as 
wrestler Nate Harris did, to give 
the athletes some incentive to 
win 

According to Dr. Fuoss, the 
purpose of Intercollegiate 
Athletics is to provide individual 
opportunity for laboratory and 
educational experience for the

It is easy to predict who will be effected if the death penalty is 


brought back -- 


and it will not be those who really deserve it 


After seeing a blow struck for justice by the Supreme Court tna 


way reminiscent of the Warren Court, it is sad indeed to see a 


so-called leader once again dredging up the dirt of economic 


racism, 


The death penalty has to be look at with a view that encumbers 
all of its ramifications, not in the narrow and bigoted way that so 


many are now using

Bob Moretti is the youngest 
speaker in the history of the 
California Assemodly and ts using 
that position as a base for his 
campaign for governor 

So far he has collected 
$250,000 for this campaign 
along with pledges for an 
additional $250,000 

This interview was held last 
week in his Sacramento office 

Hornet - What chance is there 
of a tuition plan being adopted 
for the State Colleges and 
Universities in the near future? 

Moretti - No chance, no chance 
at all. 

I have said on several public 
occasions that as long as I am 
Speaker of the Assembly there 
will never be tuition in the State 
Colleges and University system 
and there will not be. 

I have spoken to my colleagues 
about it. The majority feel as i 
do and as a result I wouldn't jose 
any sleep over it if | were a 
student. 

H - Are you really the most 
powerful man in the Assembly 
or is the power more exercised 
by John Burton, Willie Brown or 
Leo McCarthy? 

M - Weil, it says in the book 
that the speaker is the most 
powerful man in the Assembly 
people believe in the 
legislature, some people even say 
second only to the Governor

Yeah, it is you know, because of: 


the structure of the House. the 
rules of the House, the Speaker's 
office is where the power lies 

H - What do you think power is 
for and how do you wield power 
in the Assembly? 

M - Well, I don't like to 
characterize it as wielding 
power. | think that whatever 
power exists on the part of the 
Speaker is a result of his ability 
to convince a majority of the 
members of the House that what 
he is trying to do is right 

I much more use the tactic of 
convincing people. It is 
important to me to use muscle 
in trying to get something 
accomplished. If I’m right on an 
issue then I should bealbe to 
convince people of it and have 
them feel that my position is a 
good position and have them 
support it. And that’s the way I 
operate here. I have never given 
ultimatums to committee 
members or committee chairmen 
simply because I don't like to be 
given ultimatums myself and | 
don’t believe other people like it 
either 

H - Do you think your handling 
of the assembly is different and 
is it more or less effective than 
the way Jess Unruh handled it? 

M - 1 think that is more for the 
viewer to decide for himself. | 
handled the House differently 
than Jess did. | don't go around 
beating my chest about being 
Speaker 

I don't try to program other 
than a very few and extremely 
important programs what the 
votes will be 

1 don’t interfere with my 
committee chairmen 

So the approach is something 
different 

H - State Senator Moscone and 
Mayor Alioto were very critical 
of Secretary of State Jerry 





Brown's statements on campaign 
spending. I don't recail seeing 
any statement from you on this 
So far you have collected 
$250,000 for your race for 
Governor. Where has that money 
come from? Have you 
conducted a statewide mailing? 

M - No, most of it comes from 
dinners we've held one very 
large dinner in Los Angeles last 
year and several smaller dinners 

First of all, I, too, was critical 
of Jerry Brown because of the 
ridiculous public statement he 
made - saying that he had acted 
as some kind of catalyst to get 
us all to agree on the ground 
rules for the campaign. That's 
not true. 

In my case, he had a very 
casual conversation the night 
prior to his press conference and 
at no time asked whether or not 
| would engage with him in a 
public statement 

As a matter of fact, I said 
Jerry, you just can’t make 
general statements. You have to 
define what it is you're talking 
about. What you want to do 

Marie Widener who is the 
Northern Democratic Chairman 
had already asked us these same 
questions, and it was her idea - 
and had done so two weeks prior 
to the time Jerry Brown called. 
He was using her idea and trying 
to make it look as though it 
were his and that he had 
somehow pulled off a coup. 

But I think it’s just because 
Jerry doesn’t now much about 
politics. He 
didn't realize that other people 
are not going to see it as he did 

H - Who goes to these dinners 
you spoke of earlier. The 
lobbyists you said you were 
going to rid us of in Fresno, 
average citizens, who? 

M - It is all inclusive. Lobbyists

The Lettuce Boycott 





Boycotting to Put Justice in Business

This is the end of winter - the beginning of 
summer, but for 3 million compesinos it is also 
another year for their social and economic 
struggle. The picket signs are going up and the 
yells of ““Huelga”’ and ‘Viva Chavez"’ are being 
heard through the valley of San Joaquin, the 
media, and the backfence gossip of barrios. Very 
few understand the complexity of ‘La Huelga,” 
the lettuce boycott and the farmworkers. 
Safeways throughout the country are being 
picketed because they handle non UFW union 
lettuce. There’s a lot more to the lettuce boycott 
than just the actual boycott of lettuce. The lettuce 
boycott plays a significant part in determining the 
social and economic justice of the farmworker and 
their children, their basic rights, as well as their 
health and that of the consumers 

There are th-ee million farmworkers in this 
country whose average income is $2500 per year 
and their life expectancy is 49 years. One-fourth 
of all farmworkers are children under sixteen. The 
farmworkers pick the food that large corporations 
sell and that we as consumers eat. Yet the 
farmworkers barely have enough food to feed their 
own children 

Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. once said: “We are 
not boycotting to put anyone out of business, we 
are boycotting to put justice in business.” This is 
what is happening to the farmworkers. The 
boycott is a beautiful thing for the farmworker 
but to business it i hated thing because it ts 


economically effective. The boycott can be a way 


for all concerned Americans to join the poor 
people in their struggle tor justice. The boycott 
will make the growers negotiate with the United 
Farm Workers Union. Cesar Chavez said: “‘Whén 
you have people together who believe in 


something very strongly - things happen. We are 
past the stage where it is difficult to get people 
into the Umon. That fight has been won. I think 
the fight right now is to convince the growers that 
the best thing for them to do is to sign with the 
Union 

In July of 1970, after successfully completing a 
grape strike in the Salinas Valley, the farmworkers 
petitioned for secret ballot union representation 
elections. However, the growers negotiated with 
Teamsters Union, without the consultation of the 
farmworkers, who preferred United Farm 
Workers. As a result of Teamster backdoor 
contracts, the farmworkers went on strike on 
August 24, 1970. A tew of the growers rescinded 
their contracts with Teamsters Union, held 
elections and negotiated with UFW. The other 
growers refused to negotiate with the workers 
Consequently, the farmworkers marched out of 
their fields. Their strike was met with violence and 
the UFW responded by returning to their 
successful non-violence technique, the boycott 

On December 29, 1972. the California State 
Supreme Court, in a 6-1 decision, upheld the rights 
of the UFW and found that lettuce growers had 
unfairly interferred in union affairs by recognizing 
the Teamsters Union as the exclusive bargaining 
agent for growers. The fact is that neither the 
growers nor the Teamsters had consulted any 
farmworkers. “The 6-1 decision thus upheld the 
charge by Cesar Chavez that the growers and the 
Teamsters Union joined forces without the 
consent of the workers to try to stop the 
organizing efforts the United Farm Workers.” 
[from the Los Angeles Times - | 2/30/72] 

In spite of the court ruling, on Jan. 16, 1973, the 
Teamsters announced that they had “negotiated” 
five year contracts with 170 lettuce growers. Les 
Hubbard, representing the lettuce growers, 
admitted that there would be no consultation with 
the 30,000 workers involved and no ratification of 
the contracts by the workers [from San Francisco 
Chronicle - 1/7/73}. The question here is ‘Will 
farmworkers have the right to build their own 
union and particpate in its decisions or will their 
employers choose a union for farmworkers and 
impose it on them against their will?”

Safeway Stores, Inc. in the west and A & P in the 
east are the nation’s largest buyers of lettuce, and 
are the largest grocery market chains in the United 
States. Safeway operates in five countries, and 
they have 1,931 stores in the U.S. and they are 





also one of the major buyersof non-union wine. In 
1971. Safeway’s sales alone in the U.S. were 
$4,522,100,000 

Safeway is deeply involved in the machinery that 
keeps farmworkers poor. If Safeway were to 
purchase only UFW union head lettuce, they could 
help farmworkers gain a little justice. They refuse 
to do this, thus, they side with the grower and 
perpetuate injustices for the poor 

SAFEWAY MAY BE HAZARDOUS 


TO YOUR HEALTH 
The Interfaith Committee to aid farmworkers has 


been dealing with farmworker and consumer issues 
since 1969. The Committee consists of religious 
leaders from all denominations, social leaders and 
lay persons. Recently, the Interfaith Committee 
filed a number of suits against Safeway for fraud 
and false advertising of discounts 
On Feb. 7, 1973, the Interfaith Committee filed 
a $250,000 class action suit against Safeway 
charging that Safeway was selling insect infested 
cookies and bakery items. The suit seeks an 
injunction that Safeway be prohibited from selling 
cookies and bakery goods which are contaminated 
with larvae or insects. The suit had been filed after 
an investigation which was promoted by Safeway 
customer complaints 
Another 7.5 million dollar suit was filed charging 
that Safeway is illegally and fraudulently labeling 
ground beef. The meat tests that were taken by 
Interfaith Committee were confirmed by 
independent laboratory analysis and by the United 
States Department of Agriculture Certified Meat 
Chemists 
This type of meat fraud endangers the health of 
those that believe they are receiving lean meat 
Meanwhile, Safeway was making a profit at the 
expense of the consumer's health 
MONITOR - 4 
POISONOUS LETTUCE 

Aside from being charged with consumer fraud 
and meat fraud, lethal lettuce was seized at the 
Safeway warehouse in Richmond. This poses a 
threat to farmworkers and the consumer 

The same chemical that was used on this lettuce 
is still being used on potatoes, cabbages, 
cauliflower and brocolli 

The nerve gas type chemical used on the now 
potsonous lettuce is known as Monitor 4. It is an 


organo phosphate that attacks the central nervous 
system and can cause death. 

In the Imperial Valley alone there are 40,000 
acres of lettuce are sprayed with this deadly 
pesticide. Of these acres sprayed, at least nine 
mulion heads of lettuce have been poisoned. One 
of the reaons given for the use of the pesticides 
was that since DDT had been banned the growers 
had to use something that was not banned - like 
Monitor 4, even though it is just as harmful 

Of the lettuce harvested in December 1972, some 
of it ended up in the supermarkers, in warehouses, 
and it was also shipped to many areas. All of the 
lettuce has not been accounted for and some 
stores were given permission to “recondition” 
their condemned lettuce, which means taking off a 
few of the wrapper leaves and selling it 

While the consumer is running risk of coming in 
contact with the deadly pesticide, many 
farmworkers don't have a choice. They are the 
ones that unknowingly pick the lethal lettuce and 
at the same time the California Department of 
Agriculture had been aware of the fact that 
residues of Monitor 4 had been sprayed. Yet they 
neglected to even warn the farmworkers. No 
attempt so far has been taken to test the possible 
effects of those farmworkers who handled this 
lettuc 

At this time the question of the unions comes up 
again. As long as there are sweetheart contracts 
with the Teamsters Union, the farmworkers will be 
subjected to those types of inhuman conditions. 
Perhaps this is why the growers do not negotiate 
with the United Farm Workers. The United Farm 
Workers contracts restricts the use of lethal 
pesticides 
The United Farm Workers need your help. You 
can help by joining the picket line at Safeway this 
Saturday. Cesar Chavez said, “An individual who 1s 
willing to give us his time is more important than 
one who is willing to give us this money 

‘The best educational process in the union is the 
picket line and the boycott. You learn about life.’ 
If you sympathize with the basic rights of 
farmworkers and people, support the boycott and 
help picket.”
